carried. Some days after, however, he pro- 
nounced the word Lierganes, which, being 
unknown to the generality of people, was €x- 
plaincd by a lad of that country, who hap- 
pened to be at fervice at Cadiz. He declared 
himfelf a native of the faid village, fituated in 
the manner we have already deicribed. Don 
Domingo de la Cantol!a, fecretary of the ho- 
Jy inquilition, being of the fame diftri€, chis 
was no fooner known than a perfon of his ac- 
Gucintance wrote-to him an account of this 
ttrange incident: and he imparted it to his re- 
lations of that neighbourhocd, that they might 
¢uquire if any Thing had bappemee therca- 
bouts, that feemed toytaily with this ftrange 
incident at Cediz. They gave him to know 
that ncthing could be more pat to the purpofe ; 
thata fon oi Maria del Cafisz, the Widow of 
Francifco dela Vega, whofe name, as well as 
his father’s, was Preacikch, hid difappeared 
in the River of Vilboa, but for feve:al years he 
bad been fuppofed dead, ‘This explanation 
on Domingo communicated to his curreipon- 
at Cadiz, who difclofed it in the convent of 
St. Francis, where the young man was main- 
tained. At that time there was m the convent 
a monk of the fame order, called friar John Ro- 
fende, who had lately come from Jerufalem ig 
order to beg through the kingdom of Spain 


‘charity for thofe whol; places. Having inform- 


ed himiclf of that part of the country where 
Lierganes lay, and become familiar with the 
young man who had been caught at fea, that 
he might know whether he was a native of 
Lierganes, according to the narrative of Can- 
tolla, he refulved to carry him along with him 
in his queft ; accordingly, having finibed it 
along the coaft of St. Andero, he fet out for 
Lierganes in the year 1680. When he arriv- 
ed at the hill called Dehefa, a quarter of a 
league from the faid village, he bade the yourg 
man lead the way, and he went ftraight to the 
houfe of his mother; who no fooner fet eyes 
on him than the recognized his features, and 
eagerly embracing him, exclaimed, ** This is 
my fon Francifco, whom I loft at Vilboa.” 


Her example was fellowed by his brothers, the 
prieft and the layman, who happened to be pre- 
fent, and received him with equal joy and fur- 
prife ; but Francifco betrayed no emotion, nor 
any figns of recollection more than if he had 
been an inanimate trunk: Brother John Ror- 
fende left him in his mother’s houfe, where 
he remained about g years, in a ftate of infen- 
fibility, without being altered in the leaft, or 
fpeaking at al! ; except at fome times he would 
pronounce the worcs Tobaco, Pan, Vino, 
but without any meaning. If they afked if he 
chofe any of thefe articies, he made no reply ; 
but_what they gave him he took, and eat ra- 
venoufly for fome days, but afterwards he 
would pafs teveral days without taking any fuf- 
tenance. If any body defired him to carry a 
letter from cre town to another, within the 
compefs of his former knowledge, he would 
carry it with creat punctu.lity, deliver it into 
the hands of him for whom it wes directed, 
and carcfuliy bring back ‘uch anfwer zs he 
fheould receive ; fo that he feemed to underfland 
what was faid to him, though of himfelf he 
never fpoke. At one ume, among others, that 
2 perfon of Lierganes {cnt him with a letter to 
Santandero, it being neceffarv to pafs a river 
about a league broad, and, fer that purpofe, 
embark at Pedina, not finding the toat, he 
plurged into the water, and fwsm over to the 
mole of SantasJero, where he was feen by fe- 
veral perfons _ opping wet. ‘The letter which 
he had pu: ... his pocket, he punctually deli- 
vered to the perfon for whom it was directed ; 
who afking now it came to be fo vet, he made 
no reply, but carried back the anfwet to Lier- 
genes, with his ufual exactnefs. 

In ftature he wes fix feet, very little more 
ot lefs, mufcular, and well fhapec, witha red 
rough fkin, and his nails worn, as it eaten down 
with (aitpetre. He always went barefoot: If 
clothes were ziven bim he put them on ; if not 
he was as indifferent about l as about 
fhoes. If they prefented him with victuals, he 
took and eat them up ; if not he never afked 
any: fo that he feemed quite inanimated 
with refpect to reafon, infenfible as to obe- 
dience, and quite mute in regard to {peech, 
except the few words mentioned above, which 
he fometimes pronounced, though without 
mes ning. 

This I can certify, asi knew him. When 
aboy. he delighted in fifbing, and being in 
the river that pafled by Lierganes; he was 
then 

















then a great fwimnier, and enjoyed all his fa- 
culties. ' 

All that has been related is the truth, ac- 
cording to the teftimony of his brethers, the 
prieft, Don Thomas, and John, who is ftill 
alive ; and every circumftance, differing from 
this account, is falfe, as that of his having 
fcales on his body, and that the prodigy pro- 
ceeded from his mother’s curfe. In this con- 
dition, the faid young man, Francifco de la 
Vega, ftayed at home in his mother’s houfe 
for 9 years, and then difappeared without its 
being ever known whet became of him ; tho’ 
it was fsid foun after he was mifling, that a 
native of Licrganes had been feen in a certain 


port ofthe Afturias, but this report was with- - 


out foundation. 

The above narrative, tranfmitted by the 
Marquis de Vaibucna, was foon aiter, in eve- 
sy part, confirmed by Don Gafper Melchor 
dela Riba Aguero, knight of the order of St. 
Jago, native of Gejano, about half a league 
from Lierganes, in a letizer to his fon in Law, 
Dow Diego Antonio de la Gandera Velarae, 
refiding in that city, who did me the favour 
to make enquiry of this knight ; and he declar- 
eJ thit he had feveral times feen the fubjeet of 
th’s hiftory im his boule, ami given him victuals 
with his own hands. The whole of this Rory 
was likewife confrmcd to me by another 
knight, called Don Pedro Dionyfio de Rubal- 
cava, native of Solares in the «xighbourhood 
of Lierganes, who likewile yaamined this 
ftr.nge phenomenon ; and to his 1 owe the 
knowledge of this circumftance. ..When be 
came firit to Licrganes fom fea, hé had fome 
feales on his back bone, aod-a fort of girdle of 
them extending from his throat to his ftomach ; 
but in a little time they fell off, aad difappear- 
ed.
